Didsbury Town Council is 
ready to present the Strategic 
Plan to the community they 
have been working on, and 
they will do it with a scene of 
interesting and informative dis¬ 
plays. 

On Wednesday, June 1 at 7 
p.m. Council will release their 
plans to Didsbury at the 5-0 
Club. 

“You will see your input re¬ 
flected in the council direction 
for the future,” said mayor 
Dorothy Moore. “Expect to see 
information about the 2005 
budget, municipal taxes, water 
meter updates, and a display of 
information about our future 
green composting bins.” 

These new green bins are 
expected to divert an amazing 
variety of compostable prod¬ 
ucts from the landfill, length¬ 
ening the life-span of the re¬

gional landfill and producing 
high quality compost. 

“Council is committed to 
improve communication with 
businesses and residents, and 
have been working on ways to 
collect your idea and opinions 
in key questions,” said Moore. 
“We are looking forward to 
hosting residents again, now 
that we have had the time to 
assimilate your input and be¬ 
come familiar with the finan¬ 
cial land legislative environ¬ 
ment.” 

When Council started their 
term last fall, they immediately 
held a ‘Meet the Council’ and 
each councillor and mayor 
Moore listened to residents in 
small groups and took note of 
their advice, comments and 
concerns. In the months follow¬ 
ing Council developed a Stra¬ 
tegic Plan for the Town based 
on what they understood and 
have heard about the priorities 


of Didsburians. 

“Of course we are always 
constrained financially so the 
‘must do’ categories will defi¬ 
nitely be addressed as soon as 
possible and the ‘nice to have’ 
categories will be considered in 
light of the limitations of the 
budget and according to ex¬ 
pressed priorities,” said Moore. 

Increased regulation and 
safety requirements often place 
items higher on the priority 
list. Development is going 
ahead on several residential 
properties and the new high 
school as well as several com¬ 
mercial enterprises. Almost all 
of the Town's services indus¬ 
trial land has been sold. 

Didsbury is moving forward 
economically and will benefit 
from the infrastructure grants, 
and GST and fuel tax rebates 
as well as the temporary relief 
from RGMP policing costs. 

“We will he publically present¬ 


ing a long term infrastructure re¬ 
habilitation capital budget as soon 
as we have reliable, documented 
estimates of needed replacement 
and repairs," said Moore. 

Councillors have now taken 
training in legislative processes 
and in economic development, 
along with some community mem¬ 
bers who have been selected for 
our reborn economic development 
committee. 

Town Council has also been 
working hard on intermunicipal 
cooperation with all municipali¬ 
ties, rural and urban within the 
county. 

“We have accomplished unprec¬ 
edented collaboration, and will be 
proud to show you what has been 
accomplished to date,” said 
Moore. “I am confident that you 
will he pleased with what Council 
has accomplished since the Octo¬ 
ber election, and council and 1 look 
forward to speaking with you per¬ 
sonally on June 1.”

Highway 2 renamed after the Queen

Highway 2 between Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary is now known 
as the Queen Elizabeth II High¬ 
way. 

Premier Ralph Klein an¬ 
nounced the new designation 
May 23 during a dinner to hon¬ 
our The Queen’s visit and Al¬ 
berta’s Centennial. 

“Highway 2 between Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary is Alberta’s 
most-travelled highway and is a 
fitting tribute to Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II.” said Pre¬ 
mier Klein. “This highway’s 
new designation will be a last¬ 
ing legacy from the Royal Visit 
and Alberta’s Centennial cel¬ 
ebrations.” 

Only the portion of Highway 
2 between Edmonton’s south 
and Calgary’s north city limits 
is designated as the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II Highway. At 260 kilome¬ 
tres, it is the longest continu¬ 
ous stretch of road named after 
a monarch in Canada and is the 
only Canadian highway named 
for Her Majesty (the Queen 
Elizabeth Way in Ontario is 
named for The Queen Mother). 
Approximately 20,000 to 54,000 
vehicles travel this stretch of 
Highway 2 each day, depending 
on location. 

“The bottom line was that it 
was Highway 2, and she is 
Queen Elizabeth II,” said 
Didsbury, Olds, Three Hills 
MLA Richard Marz. “I am sure 
many people will still refer to it 
as Highway 2, but it is an honor 
to be bestowed upon the Queen. 
She is the head of the Common 
Wealth, so she is the figure head 
of our system.”

BSE two years later

Two years have past since 
a single case of BSE rocked 
the Canadian cattle 
industry-an anniversary no¬ 
body is celebrating. 

“It has been devastating to 
say the least,” said Jack 
Daines, Innisfail Auction 
Market. 

Today cattle prices sit 
about 1/3 of where they were 
two years ago and ranchers, 
rather than selling an old 
cow for $300, they are keep¬ 
ing her, so herd numbers are 
growing with nowhere to go. 

It’s a trend Premier Ralph 
Klein said he expects will con¬ 
tinue for another two years, 
but Daines is a bit more opti¬ 
mistic. 

“I think it’ll be open in a 
year,” he said. “If people can 
bear with it, we’re going to 
survive and have great 
times.” 

MP Myron Thompson 
said he’d like to see a recov¬ 
ery sooner than later. 


“We’re going to make a 
scene down there (at the ap¬ 
peal hearing in July)... let’s 
hope this judge has a little 
hit of common sense.” 

In terms of long term 
sustainability, Daines said 
building new packing facili¬ 
ties and opening new mar¬ 
kets are great, but the only 
real solution will come from 
reopening the U.S. market. 

“They can use all the beef 
we can box," he said. “If the 
border opens, they’ll vacuum 
that beef across the line and 
it would just help the 
economy of the whole na¬ 
tion.” 

Daines said one positive 
has emerged from the devas¬ 
tation. 

“The Canadian people 
know our product is the 
greatest, so when they light 
that BBQ this weekend 
they’re eating healthy, good 
food, and we’d like to thank 
them for how they’ve made 
the industry even stay 
afloat.”

Wild Rose Report

Over the past few weeks, 
I have been asked many 
times by constituents what 
they should expect to see in 
Justice John Gomery’s fi¬ 
nal report due in late 2005 
or early 2006. Will Justice 
Gomery “name names” in 
his final report? Will Cana¬ 
dians be told who is guilty 
for stealing millions of pub¬ 
lic dollars via the sponsor¬ 
ship program? Will Gomery 
sentence anyone to jail 
time? 

The answer to these ques¬ 
tions is a categorical “no”. 
Justice Gomery will not 
name names. He will not 
tell Canadians who is to 
blame, and he will not sug¬ 
gest what punishment these 
guilty individuals deserve. 
In fact, Justice Gomery is 
not allowed to say what 
many Canadians are expect¬ 
ing to hear. This muzzle on 
Gomery is found in Para¬ 
graph (K) of his Terms of 
Reference. 

It reads as follows: “The 
Commissioner be directed 
to perform his duties with¬ 
out expressing any conclu¬ 
sion or recommendation re¬ 
garding the civil or crimi¬ 
nal liability of any person 
or organization and to en¬ 


sure that the conduct of the 
inquiry does not jeopardize 
any ongoing criminal inves¬ 
tigations or criminal pro¬ 
ceedings.” 

So, if Gomery isn’t al¬ 
lowed to say who is to 
blame, what will be in his 
final report? The answer to 
this can be found in Para¬ 
graphs (a) and (b) of 
Gomery’s Terms of Refer¬ 
ence: 

a) “To investigate and re¬ 
port on questions raised, di¬ 
rectly and indirectly, by 
Chapters 3 and 4 of the No¬ 
vember 2004 Report of the 
Auditor General of Canada 
to the House of Commons 
with regard to the sponsor¬ 
ship program and advertis¬ 
ing activities of the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada...” 

b) “To make further rec¬ 
ommendations that he con¬ 
siders advisable, based on 
the factual findings made 
under paragraph (a) to pre¬ 
vent mismanagement of 
sponsorship programs or 
advertising activities in the 
future...” 

In other words, Gomery 
has been asked to investi¬ 
gate the issues raised by the 
Auditor General about the 
Sponsorship Program, and 
to make general recommen¬ 
dations to guide those cre¬ 


ating sponsorship-type pro¬ 
grams in the future. 

In my opinion, this is in 
stark contrast to the expec¬ 
tation created by the Liber¬ 
als and held by many Cana¬ 
dians that Gomery will be 
delivering a verdict and sen¬ 
tence in his final report. 
Paul Martin has deliberately 
misled Canadians about 
what to expect in the Report 
in an attempt to buy a few 
more months in power. 

Those who have been fol¬ 
lowing the inquiry on a daily 
basis have already reached 
the only logical conclusion 
available, that Liberal Party 
of Canada stole public funds 
through the sponsorship 
program and used them to 
cheat in the 1997, 2000 and 
2004 federal election cam¬ 
paigns in Quebec. It is also 
very hard to believe, that 
Paul Martin didn’t know 
what was going on within 
his own Liberal Party in 
Quebec. 

Unfortunately, it prob¬ 
ably won’t be until next year 
that the people of Canada 
will have an opportunity 
through a federal election to 
render their decision on this Lib¬ 
eral misconduct. Judge Gomery 
may be the judge for now but it 
will be the Canadian people who 
will be the ultimate jury.

Carstairs firefighter and father of three dies, 
following tragic industrial accident

The entire Carstairs 
community is mourning 
the loss of 31-year-old Ray 
Hill, after he was involved 
in an industrial accident, 
later causing him to die. 

Hill, a new recruit on 
the Carstairs Fire Depart¬ 
ment, leaves behind his 
high school sweetheart, 
Tanya and their three 
adorable daughters, ages 
five, three, and not even 
one-year-old. 

Hill and his wife 
moved their family to the 
Town about a year ago. 
The family, like many 
new families moving to 
the community, wanted to 
get away from the daily 
hustle and bustle that 
the city offers, and also 
wanted a quiet, enjoyable 
community to raise their 
young family. 

Hill, however, was still 
commuting - like many 
Carstairs residents - to 
his Calgary job at ABI 
Moulding Ltd in the 
city’s northeast where he 
worked as a supervisor. 

In a television inter¬ 
view last week on Global 
Television, Hill’s wife, 
Tanya - also 31 - says 
that she warned him daily 
to be careful, and won¬ 
ders what she is going to 
do. 

“Every morning. I’d 
kiss him and say, ‘I love 
you, be careful,”’ Tanya 
said. “I don’t know what 
to say. I’m just so heart¬ 
broken. I’m empty.” 

Tanya’s sister, 

Jennifer - a Calgary resi¬ 
dent - says that the en¬ 
tire family is deeply 
mourning the loss of Ray, 
adding that he has been 
a part of their family for 
the past 14 years, and 
says it’s even sadder be¬ 
cause her sister and him 
had just started their 
young family together 
and had so much to look 
forward to. 

“They have been to¬ 
gether since they were 
17, she is (now) 31. They 
were everything to each 
other. They were each 
other’s world. You have 
never seen a couple more 
together and in love than 
they were,” Jennifer said, 
when we contacted her 
by phone at her sisters 
home last Friday. 
“(Tanya is) devastated. 
She doesn’t know how 
she is going to go on.” 

The family still isn’t 
100 per cent sure what 
caused Hill’s industrial 
accident, but they do 
know that he died of a 
heart attack. 

Reports say Hill died 
after he became trapped 
under a hydraulic scissor 
lift at his workplace. 
Hill’s co-workers then 
pulled the father of three 
out from under the lift, 
but he suffered a cardiac 


arrest and could not be 
revived. 

Thane Schaffer, the 
Town of Carstairs’ Fire 
Chief, recalls Hill as be¬ 
ing a young, energetic 
guy willing to do all it 
took to become a full 
fledged firefighter. In fact 
this past weekend Hill 
was suppose to be at a 
training session to earn 
that certification. 

“He was a new recruit; 
he had only been on the 
department for a little 
over 2-and-a-half months. 
This weekend he was sup¬ 
pose to go for his S300, 
which is the course that 
is required to become a 
full-fledged responding 
member,” Schaffer said. 
“We were really excited to 
have Ray on the depart¬ 
ment. He was really level 
headed, very, very eager 
to learn and seemed to re¬ 
ally enjoy the material 
that we were reviewing.” 

The Carstairs’ Fire 
Department has gone 
through some major 
changes, and one of those 
changes was to try to find 
more members with a 


positive attitude, eager to 
help make the community 
safe. Schaffer says that 
Hill was one of those 
members, and it’s a huge 
loss for not only his fam¬ 
ily, but the entire commu¬ 
nity. 

“We were really look¬ 
ing forward to him and a 
couple of other members 
to spark some life into the 
department. It’s an unfor¬ 
tunate loss all around.” 

Murray Pound, an¬ 
other member of the 
Carstairs Fire Depart¬ 
ment, agreed that it’s a 
very sad loss, and ex¬ 
plained that local fire de¬ 
partment members are 
trying to raise as much 
money as possible to help 
out the family. 

Pound says that they 
have taken funds out of a 
fire department account 
because they felt this was 
a good cause to donate to, 
and some members have 
dipped into their own 
pockets to assist Tanya 
and her three children. 

“We decided to put 
some money together 
from our social fund, and

Table

Last Spring, after several years of complaining bit¬ 
terly about the number of people who mumbled and were 
unable to enunciate simple English, after more years of 
fighting with my husband about his failure to “speak 
up,” especially in the car, after finally admitting that I 
was missing bits of conversation and following TV from 
the general content rather than the dialogue, I made an 
appointment with an audiologist. 

In due course I was assessed, tested, adjusted, fitted 
and sent off into what is supposed to be a clearer, 
brighter world, and it did help for a lot of things. But I 
still don’t understand that bird voiced blonde on CS1 
and I don’t get the lyrics of unfamiliar songs. Probably 
just as well. 

Only my left ear needed assistance so I have just one 
nice, neat little hearing aid. It can be turned up or down, 
has an adjustment for crowds that cuts background noise, 
and comes with tools for maintaining it’s pristine con¬ 
dition and cases to keep it in when not in use. The trav¬ 
elling case stays in my purse and the sturdier and slightly 
larger one is usually beside my chair in the Living Room. 
As the technician handed me the case she looked into 
my eyes and said very seriously, and I thought a bit dra¬ 
matically, “when you are not wearing your hearing aid 
always, always, store it in this case.” Sure, sure, I’m 
careful with my stuff. 

And for several months I was careful. I don’t wear 
the thing during the day when I am in the house alone 
so usually I left it in it’s case beside my chair ready for 
the evening when we turn on the TV. As I became more 
used to wearing it I became a bit more casual and occa¬ 
sionally I would find that I had left it on the end table 
near, but not in, it’s case and sometimes I would be 
scrubbing my teeth, realize that I was still wearing my 
hearing aid and leave it on the counter in the bathroom. 
I was careful to leave it well away from the sink, it is 
small enough to go down the drain. There was one little 
incident when my two year old grandson trotted into 
the kitchen and handed me my hearing aid. “What a 
good boy you are,” I told him, “some little boys would 
have played with this and lost it and Grandma would 
have been absolutely sick.” 

Last Tuesday afternoon as I prepared for a meeting I 
reached for my hearing aid. It was not on the table by 
my chair and I felt a nasty little premonition. I had a 
vague memory of preparing for bed, putting it down 
somewhere and thinking as I did so, “this is not a very 
good idea, I will have to move this to a better place.” 

Maybe I left it in the bathroom, but it was not there 
or on our dresser, or on the desk in the office, or by the 
phone in the kitchen. With all the logical places checked 
I moved on to vague possibilities, it was not in the pocket 
of anything, it was not folded into the fresh laundry. 

With my husbands help we lifted and looked under all 
the furniture in the Living Room, on hands and knees 
we searched the floors in the halls and bedroom, we 
stripped our bed and lifted the mattress, took the cush¬ 
ions off the sofa. Next came the places you search while 
hoping you won’t find anything. The trap in the bath¬ 
room sink, the washer and dryer. I blamed the cat, I 
blamed myself. Grandma, as predicted, was absolutely 
sick. 

By Friday everything had been searched three times, 
“I know you checked the recycling,” my husband said, 
“but did you go through the kitchen garbage for the 
burning barrel? I will dump the bag into the back of the 
Gator and go through it piece by piece.” “I’ll come too,” 
I said sadly, “It’s totally hopeless but I’m so depressed 
now that picking over garbage may even cheer me up.” 

We found it almost immediately. It was wrapped in a 
piece of Kleenex, it was dry and clean and it works just 
fine. I’m guessing that I did the deed while I was tidying 
the desk in the office. For the next few months I will 
indeed ‘keep it in it’s case when it’s not in use,’ but 
human nature being what it is I will probably get more 
careless as time goes by. Does this mean that I have used 
up my allotted share of luck for this year? There goes 
my chance at a Readers Digest Sweepstake. Sigh.

Every year motorcyclers 
from across Alberta get to¬ 
gether for a good cause, and 
take a ‘Ride for Sight’ and this 
year the ride will take place in 
Olds. 

The Ride for Sight will take 
place on June 10, 11 and 12th. 

“People don’t realize how 
close to home blindness, and 
other diseases causing the loss 
of sight, are,” said Terry 
Hickok, Ride for Sight coordi¬ 
nator for Didsbury. “Just a few 
weeks ago I was reading about 
the Taylor family in the paper, 


and how they are battling RP 
(Retinitis Pigmentosa). When 
the Ride for Sight first started 
all the money raised went to 
RR now the money still goes 
towards that, and other dis¬ 
eases that cause blindness.” 

This past January Hickok 
attended the International 
Motorcycle Show, and he got 
to listen to two doctors talk 
about the progress made from 
the money raised through the 
Ride for Sight, and also from 
a man whose life has greatly 
benefitted from the Ride. 


“They talked about RP and 
how far they have come with 
stopping the progression of the 
disease,” said Hickok. “The bat¬ 
tle continues to find other ways 
of fighting or slowing down the 
process of eye diseases.” 

The Ride for Sight Founda¬ 
tion has been around for 26 
years, and it started in Alberta 
20 years ago. Hickok has been 
involved since 1995. If you 
would like to participate in the 
Ride for Sight you can contact 
Terry at 335-4487, or 507-3781. 
He has pledge books available 


and can answer any questions. 

Last year the Ride raised over 
$80,000 in Alberta, and over a 
million dollars in Canada. 

“I just want people to under¬ 
stand what we are doing and 
that we even have a local fam¬ 
ily who is battling RP,” said 
Hickok.

QUESTION: My wife works hard to teach my sons 
to respect me as their father, and that makes my job 
with them easier. Even when she is upset with me, she 
never lets the kids know about it. Don't you think that 
is generous of her? 

DR. DOBSON: She's not only generous -- she's a 
wise woman, too. Mothers can help bond the genera¬ 
tions together or they can drive a wedge between them. 
This concept was expressed beautifully in a book enti¬ 
tled "Fathers and Sons" by Lewis Yablonsky (Simon & 
Schuster). The author observed that mothers are the 
primary interpreters of fathers' personality, character 
and integrity to their sons. In other words, the way 
boys see their fathers is largely a product of the things 
their mothers have said and the way they feel about 
their husbands. In Yablonsky's case, his mother de¬ 
stroyed the respect he might have had for his father. 
This is what he wrote. 

"I vividly recall sitting at the dinner table with my 
two brothers and father and mother and cringing at my 
mother's attacks on my father. 'Look at him,' she would 
say in Yiddish. His shoulders are bent down, he's a fail¬ 
ure. He doesn't have the courage to get a better job or 
make more money. He's a beaten man.' He would keep 
his eyes pointed toward his place and never answer her. 
She never extolled his virtues or persistence or the fact 
that he worked so hard. Instead she constantly focused 
on the negative and created an image for his three sons 
of a man without fight, crushed by a world over which 
he had no control. 

"His not fighting back against her constant criticism 
had the effect of confirming its validity to her sons. And 
my mother's treatment and the picture of my father did 
not convey to me that marriage was a happy state of 
being, or that women were basically people. I was not 
especially motivated to assume the role of husband and 
father myself from my observations of my whipped fa¬ 
ther." 

My overall research clearly supports that the mother 
is the basic filter and has enormous significance in the 
father-son relationship. Though Yablonsky did not say 
so, it is also true that a father can do great damage to 
his wife's relationship with their children. Very early 
on, I found that when I was irritated with Shirley for 
some reason, my attitude was instantly picked up by 
our son and daughter. They seemed to feel, "If Dad can 
argue with Mom, then we can too.” 

It became clear to me just how important it was for 
me to express my love and admiration for Shirley. How¬ 
ever, I could never do that job of building respect for my 
wife as well as she did for me! She made me a king in 
my own home. If our son and daughter believed half of 
what she told them about me, I would have been a for¬ 
tunate man. The close relationship I enjoy with Danae 
and Ryan today is largely a product of Shirley's great 
love for me and the way she "interpreted" me to our kids. 
I will always be grateful to her for doing that! 

QUESTION: After reading several excellent books 
on parenting, I see now that I've been doing many things 
wrong with my children. Can I undo the harm? 

DR. DOBSON: I doubt if it is too late to do things 
right, although your ability to influence your children 
lessens with the passage of time. Fortunately, we are 
permitted to make many mistakes with our kids. They 
are resilient and will usually survive most of our errors 
in judgment. It’s a good thing they do, because none of 
us can be a perfect parent. Besides, it's not the occa¬ 
sional mistakes that hurt a child; it is the consistent 
influence of destructive conditions throughout childhood 
that does the damage.
